Manning. ‘This is actual Social Credit and must not be 
confused with the prosperity certificates.” The minister 
also stated that Alberta credit was a non-negotiable form, 
A man will be given a pass book and a cheque book, but if he 
owed $10 and paid by cheque the cheque could not be cashed, 
but could be taken to the state credit house and deposited, 
giving the depositor a credit of that amount.

A réminder of this was contained in the 
estimates of the Defence department brought 
down at Ottawa, amounting for the year to 


$80,000,000. Of that sum $50,000,000 are required 
to pay pensions because Canada took part in 
the latest of Europe's wars. The remaining 
$30,000,000 are needed to maintain even a mini- 
mum defence equipment rendered necessary 
mainly by Europe's suicidal impulse to plunge 
itself and the world into another war. 

The international bickerings and badgerings 
of the European powers are therefore part of 
the business of Canada, Not only is it business 
to which we are entitled to give attention, but 
matters which in self-interest we are bound to 
study. 

The events of the great war ended Canada’s 


colonial status. The Statute of Westminster 
proclaimed the fact. The Dominion is now a 
fully recognized nation among the nations, 


carrying the same responsibility as any com- 
parable nation to protect itself and help pre- 
serve the institutions and ideals its people 
cherish, 

That is our position, whether we would have 
not. There is no such thing as national 
isolation in the modern world, and never again 
can be. It is the penalty, as well as the privilege, 
of nationhood that we participate in inter- 
national politics. Canadians must keep them- 
selves informed on the major events in those 
parts of the world where trouble is always 
brewing.

The Passing Show

On Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day of last week, six and a half million Japan- 
ese people rehearsed what they will do when 
war from the air comes over Japan 

What a change from 
secluded life of the Japanese of eighty years 
ago when Commodore Perry 
under the guns of his fleet, 
compelled the Japanese to 
open the port of Yokohama 
and accept the blessings of 
western civilzation. 

It is another illustration of 
the ironical law of life where- 
by toxins set up toxic anti- 
toxins and those who live by 


the peaceful and 


the sword perish by the 
sword. War preparations of 
J. S. Cowper the six and a half million 


Japanese people last week were obviously in- 
tended for their mentors in civilization. 

Forced into modern industrial life, Japan has 
become a scourge for the backs of her com- 
petitors; still controlled by a miltary Samurai 
class whose code instructs them never to draw 
a sword without using it, and never to give a 
pledge without keeping it, this people that might 
have been left to teach us laughter, beauty and 
sanity, is among the most fervid of the war- 
crazed nations. 

The manoeuvres were based on the hypo- 
thesis that “an enormous air force and a cer- 
tain big fleet in the Pacific Ocean are menacing 
Japan.” No attempt 
fact that “an enormous air fleet” refers to the 


is made to disguise the 


air forces of Soviet Russia, and that “a certain 
big fleet in the Pacific Ocean” is that of Uncle 
Sam 

This is how the war game opened. It will be 
interesting to match it with the scenes showing 
the outbreak of world war in London in H. G. 
Wells “Things To Come,” to be shown on the 
screen in Edmonton in two weeks’ time. This 
is how Japan anticipates it 

At 2 p.m. on the Tuesday afternoon Toratoro 
Ushisuka, mayor of Tokio, stepped the 
“mike” and broadcast a radio warning that the 
enemy had come. In the overlapping cities of 
Yokohama and Kawasaki the message was re- 
ceived. Fire-fighting forces rushed to stations 
and sped about the streets to extinguish ima-

How Starch Should be Combined: When it 
seems advisable to take starch, always bear the 
starch rule clearly in mind.

QUESTION: A. G. writes: “I recently fel] on 
a wax floor and. injured the extreme end of my 
spine.

ANSWER: You probably injured the coccyx 
This is a small bone situated at the end of the 
spine and called the tail bone. The 
coccyx received its name from the Greeks, who 
thought this small resembled the bill of 
the cuckoo and the word “coccyx” refers to this 
bird. I note that you state that you are gradu- 
ally improving and it is quite possible that with 
the passage of time you will note that the dis- 
tress has greatly lessened. If the pain con- 
tinues, it would be advisable to have an X-ray 
picture made to determine whether or not the 
coceyx has been fractured. In some cases, rheu- 
matic toxins accumulate in the region and the 
patent will benefit through carrying out a fast- 
ing and dieting regimen suitable for eliminating 
these rhevmatic po

son of Calgary who placed second last year, Fred Simpson 
of Bentley who was fifth in 1935, Ed. Barker, Scotty 
McCallum, Bill Thomson, George Chrismas, Bob Lee, Bob | 
Allin, Joe Bohonos and Tom Craig all of Edmonton. 

While Pothier has a number of wins to his credit, he has 
made most of them on pavement and is not expected to be 


able to buck Alberta gravel with any amount of success 
Last year the field of untrained riders turned in exception- 
ally good times and this year with a lot of training and 


experience under their belts the time should be much better. 
However, some time will be lost in the loose gravel and rough 
going over that section of the highway which is being rebuilt. 

Riders will finish at the north side post office and the 
majority are expected to pedal in between 3:30 and 4:00 p.m.

It’s the Hot Weather 

It may be the result of a lot of brain wracking, but on 


the other hand it seems more likely that it is the result of 
too much hot weather on the said brain, yet be the primary 
cause what it may, the fact remains that the Cincinnati Reds, 
St. Louis Cardinals and New York Giants have started giving 
honuses for runs batted in. That would probably rate a 
cheer in any ball club if it were not for a disheartening clause 
in the agreement which stipulates that if a batter comes to 
the plate with a man on third and fails to bring him home 


safely, then the said batter shall be fined two dollars in 
American currency. The Cardinals, believing in doing things 
in a bigger and better way, give a bonus of five dollars and 


a fine of a similar amount, 

The Reds and Cardinals have set up a special book- 
keeping system to account for bonuses and fines, and the 
accounts will be settled at the end of the season. The 
Giants pay off daily however. In a recent double-header 
the New Yorkers collected eight kopecs in fines and dished 
out 14 in bonuses which gives the front office seven runs 
batted at a net cost of $8.00. Not bad! 

It seems a screwy idea whether viewed from the horizon- 
tal or perpendicular. Clouting in runs is one of the special 
chores for which ball players are hired, and no normal player 
is going to pass up a chance to get a hit, since his batting 
average is his chief stock in trade. Suppose the players come 
back and demand a bonus for every fielding chance, stolen 
base, double play and strike-out! On the other hand the 
owners might cut out salaries and pay by the score book.
